In particular, although by 
renson of its geographical situation, 
the item Transport of .Government 
must continue to be a heavy one in 
this Colony, cconomies have been 
sought by, reduction of the grade 
of pasange provided.

Shipping, ng the ultimate basia.of 
the Colony’s wealth and of Govern- 
ment’s- revenue, is naturally a con- 
stant concern; and fam advised that 
the charges for dues and services in 
Hongkong are based on tha Bonrd 
of Trade rates, and compure very 
favourably with thorne of compcling 
ports jn the Far Enst.-- Reference 
might also be: made to the fuller 
answer given by the Colonial Secre- 
tary in connection with the 1935 
Budget, as recorded on page’ 180 of 
Hansard 1934. Every care is taken 
to engure that competitive advan- 
tages shall not opernte to the de- 
triment of Hongkong, 


Postal Charges 


Turning now to the suggested re- 
view of postal charger, it must be 
remembered that three fifths of the 
outpayments Im respect of carriage 
of mails are in local currency and 
are, unaffected by exchange. The 
remalning ‘two fifths’ are paid not in 
sterling but in International gold 
francs; the Hongkong dollar has not 
during the past three’ yenrs appre- 
einted much in terms of this cur- 
reney, Of the demestic expenditure 
of the department in wages nud 
salarics only one fifth is based on 
sterling. The. remninder is in local 
currency unaffected by exchange, 

The denominations of stamps used 
for the Empire.and the Foreign 
letter rates, namely 10 cents and 20 
cents are specially. deslened Jubilee 
stamps, hroughout the Empire it 
hox been decided to use these issucs 
until December 31 of this year and 
any local alteration of rates would 
involve n departure from thin uni- 
form policy. The 5 cent rate. to 
China which is also scryed by a 
Jubilee stamp cannot be altered 
without reference to the Chinese 
Administration as the rate which {s 
the same in both directions has been 
fixed by mutual agreement, 


Air Mails Reduced __ 


The Honourable Member's ‘claim 
‘for further. expenditure on the Rail- 
way frontage in Kowloon has already 
been dealt with In the introductory 
Speech on tho first reading (under 
the ‘head of the Botanical and 
Forestry Department) and. seems .o 
call for no further comment. 

The erection of shelters outside the 
Kowloon Hospital is a matter rather 
for the Bus Company than the Gov- 
ernment, and’ it is in any-case to 
be doubted whether the traMe would 
justify, the. expense. 


Btreet Lighting © 


The reduction in expenditure on 
street lighting ia not. to be inter- 
preted that Government contemplates 
cutting down the amount ‘of light, 
but merely that it has secured more 
favourable terms.

Surplus Balances 


Secondly there is the general ques- 
tion of the use of surplus balances 
for the purpose of balancing annual 
Budgets. On this point there ap- 
pears to be some disagreement 
among the Unofficial Members ns the 
Honournble Sir William Shenton 
thinks that we are encroaching too 
deeply upon these reserves while the 
Honourable Dr. Kotewall holds the 
view that’ we should .use | more of 
them. . : 

The fixing of the round figure of 
ten millon dellara, Gentlemen, was 
no doubt to some extent arbitrary; 
but once that figure is fixed ‘he 
principles are simply those upon 
which any ordinary business would 
be prudently conducted. The yrecur- 
rent ,serviees of Government, includ- 
ing Military contribution, must nor- 
mally be. met by’ the recurrent re- 
venue that ‘comes by way of tuaxa- 
tion, If this.shows a profit und 
taxes are reasonably light the bal- 
ance can properly be used for non- 
recurrent expenditure, particularly 
the more important items of Public 
Works Extraordinary. Land Sales, 
if Io may use ‘an analogy familiar 
to many, nro the equivalent of the 
Entrance Feea-in a socint club, and 
should go direct, to Capith! Account 
(s9 to snenk) and not. to Working 
Account; but apart ‘from these it ja 
simply a question of . retrenchment 
or expansion, incrense or decrease 
of taxation as each seems’ proper to! 
the Government and to this Council. 
The foct that in the past (many. 
‘years the Colony has-been able to 
finance large non-recurrent schemes 
from, income has perhaps. tended to 
cloud the above general. principles.

The Senior Unofficial Member has

in so many other ways, Government 
depends for the success of any tusk 
on the ontghtened’ co-operation of 
the public, and, while Government 
agrees readily that it ix possible for

readily understood how much a sue.

Pessimistic View 


Pasaing now to the critleism made 
b the Honourable Sir William 
Shenton, fF would depreente the more 
‘pessimistic view which he seems to 
tuke of the Colony's future. While 
ft muy be true that It would, in ita 
immediate effect, rather add ‘to the 
Government's — findneial difficulties 
than otherwise, n fall in dollar ex- 
“change, if it oceurred, would be 
in the long run to attract 
more business . to the Colony and 
thus to bronden the basis of present 
revenue contributions, = While our 
present trade figures give no xcape 
tor facile optimism, it may not be 
out of pluce ‘to renark that the 
decline is largely a mutter of ex- 
change, and that the “amount__of. 
woods” handled has. iw 
actually incrensed, In sterling value 
tho figures for the first seven mouths 
- af this: year showed an ificrense of 
J2 per cent. over the corresponding 
period for 1934.
